Oil of tar or pine tar can often 
be used to advantage in protecting 
places that have become sore from the I 
irritation of flies.

ford or neat's-foot oil, two j 
pints, and crude petroleum enough to j 
make one gallon. This will cost about

This mixture should not be expen­ 
sive and will not need to be applied 
as often as the other: 
Fish oil, IOO 
parts: oil of tar, 50 parts, and crude 
carbolic acid, I part 
The best way to “swat the fly” Is 
before he is born. 
Allowing piles of J 
manure to accumulate in the stables 
and yards for flies to breed in and 
then applying some kind of “dope*’ 
to keep flies away from the animals is 
inconsistent, to say the least.
